Madrid, Nov. 20.— The sensational re- 
ports circulated in the United States 
saying that the island of Porto Rico may 
rohel against the Spaniards is a very 
old story. So far hack as July last Dr. 
J. J. Hbna, of New York, issued a revo- 
lutionary address to the people of Porto 
Rico calling upon them to take up arms, 
and in September lust reinforcements 
were sent to the Spanish garrison and 
the usual precautions were taken against 
filibustering. From that time on there 
has been tio change worth noticing in 
the situation at Porto Rico. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 20.— Advices 
received here from Cuba to-day by the 
S. S. Whitney, throw some light upon 
the progress of the campaign ol Captain 
General Weyler aguinot Antonio Maceo 
in tho province of Pinar del Rio. It 
would appear from these reports that 
there is no truth in the statements that 
General Weyler will shortly return to 
Havana and that he has failed in his 
operations against the insurgents. It is 
stated on the contrary that he 
has no intention of returning to 
tho capital until he has compelled 
Maceo to meet him in a pitched 
battle, or until he has exhausted every 
effort to do so. When last heard from 
the Spanish commander was massing his 
forces in order to attack tho insurgents. 
The latter are said to number 20,000 all 
told, and they are r -ported to be suffer- 
ing from a scarcity of provisions, etc. 
This makes Maceo not anxious to meet 
Weyler, who is understood to be at the 
head of an'overwheliningly large force of 
troops of all arms. 

Maceo is awaiting reinforcements, and 
in this connection the movements and 
doings of Maximo Gomez are awaited 
with much interest. Little or nothing 
has been heard recently of Gomez, who 
is believed to be at the head of the main 
body of insurgent forces. Current re- 
ports, some time ago, had it that the 
war in the province of Santa Clara was 
advancing westward toward Malan/.as. 
in order to enter the province of Havana 
and to create a diversion which might 
lead even up to the gates of Havana, 
itself. That course is the sanguine in- 
Suigent view of the ease, hut the fact 
remains that the doings of Gomez and 
the insurgent forces under his command 
are shrouded in mystery. This has led 
the insurgents to intimate that the out- 
side world need not be astonished if the 
Jinny under Gomez is shortly reported 
to be pressing on towards the capital. 

In any case it is said that in one way 
or the other the long looked for crisis in 
the affairs of Cuba is approaching. The 
defeat of Antonio Maceo or the defeat oi 
Weyler, would in all probability mean a 
decided change, in the aspect of affairs 
in Cuba, and still, according to the ad- 
vices here, it is whispered at the con- 
clusion of a pitched battle, if it is 
fought, a truce may be declared and ar- 
rangements made for a conference be- 
tween the insurgent loaders and tho 
representatives of Spain, which may 
lead to a settlement of the troublesome 
Cuban question. This, however, is but 
surmise in Havana, all classes are ut- 
terly tired of war and its wearisome, 
weakening burdens, and longing for 
some way out of the present difficulties. 

Havana, Nov. 20. — A railroad train 
was blown up yesterday between Puntu 
Brava and Candeleria in Pinar del ' Cio. 
Capt,-Gen. Weyler was in Candeleria a 
short time yesterday, and it is believed 
the authors of the explosion supposed 
tho captain-general to be on the train 
which was blown up, but he had left 
Candeleria several hours before the ex- 
plosion. The engine and several cars 
were derailed and a tremendous cloud 
of dust and smoke was raised. Immedi- 
ately after the explosion of the bombs 
there were several discharges of rille 
shots. The engineer, fireman and con- 
ductor of the train, six noldiers and sev- 
eral passengers were wounded The 
wounded passengers were placed on a 
relief train and taken back to Candel- 
eria. Tho train for San Cristobal] 
stopped over night at Mangas, and the 
lines being interrupted returned to Can- 
deleria. 

Nbw York, Nov. 20. — A private dis- 
patch was received in this city to-night 
from Madrid to the effect that Gen. 
Weyler had resigned as captain-general 
of the Spanish army in Cuba and that 
Gen. Prando had been named by the 
government as I; is successor. 1 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Interviews Had With Two Deputations 
in Private— Divergent Views. 

Toronto, Nov. 20. — The tariff commis- 
sion had a private interview to-day with 
a couple of deputations. One repre- 
sented the boot and shoe industry, the 
other the iron trade. The hoot and shoo 
deputation, in contradiction to the rep- 
resentation made by the tanners' depu- 
tation yesterday, urged that the duty on 
raw material be increased. Tho tanners 
had asked that the duty on leather, etc., 
bo increased on account of American 
competition. Tho boot and Bhoemen, 
however, wanted no decrease in the duty 
on finished articles. Nothing was given 
out regarding tho representations made 
by tho iron manufacturers' association. 

At the morning session Hon. G. W. 
Allen, president of the Ontario Artist's 
Association, and a number of leading 
•artists, asked that artist's materials bo 
admitted free of duty. A deputation of 
physicians asked that the duties on 
surgical instruments and scientific ap- 
paratus in public institutions and books 
on scientific subjects be removed, A 



representative of tho Crompton corset 
factory asked for the continuance of the 
duty on corsets. A deputation of seeds- 
men asked that the seeds of varieties of 
grass not grown in Canada might be ad- 
mitted free of duty. 

RAIDER JAMESON ILL. 

Ambassador Bayard on Relations Between 
the United Stntcs and Great 
Britain. 

London, Nov. 20.— Dr. Jameson, the 
leader of the raid into the Transvaal, 
who, in July last, was sentenced to 15 
months' imprisonment for violating the 
foreign enlistment act in so doing, under- 
went an operation in Holloway jail yes- 
terday evening, nnd once during the 
night his condition was grave, Efforts 
to secure hia pardon and that of his fel- 
low prisoners have been renewed. 

U. S. Ambassador Bayard gave the 
prizes at the Mechanics Institute at 
Burnley, Lancashire, to-night, Mrs. 
Bayard was also present. Afterremark- 
uih that there was no just and reason- 
able cause of difference between Great 
Britain and the United States, and dwel- 
ling on the affinity of tho two nations, 
Mr. Bayard spoke" on individual effort, 
pointing out Benjamin Franklin as 
an example. He believed he said that 
when he returned to the United States 
there would not he a capful of wind in 
the politics nor the faintest cloud to dis- 
turb the friendly relations of Americans 
and Britons. 

The Prussian diet was opened to-day. 
Tlie speech from the throne was read by 
the imperial chancellor, Prince Hoheu- 
lobe, and referred to the favorable con- 
ditions of finance, the budgets of ISOo-G 
and 1S0O-7, showing considerable sur- 
plus, and while the estimates of 1897-8 
did not show a deficit. 

In the Fronch chamber of deputies to- 
day the interior budget was adopted 
with a secret service appropriation by a 
vote of 350 to 00, after the government 
had engaged not to employ the funds to 
subsidize newspapers. 

It is reported that tho Bolivian con- 
gress in secret session has authorized a 
loan to increase the armaments of Bolivia. 



He Declares That He Fulfilled His 
Promise to Settle the School 
Diiliculty. 



Sir Ailolph Caron Says No One Is 
Satisfied— Departmental 
Regulations. 



HON. CLIFFORD SIFTON 

Rjturns to Brandon— Hon. Messrs. Blair and 
Davies About lo Leave lor British 
Columbia. 

Winnipeg, Nov, 20.— (Special)— Hon, 
Clifford Sifton, the new Dominion Min- 
ister of the Interior, reached here to-day 
en route to Brandon, where he goes to 
prepare for the bye-election, in case a 
contest is decided upon by the Conserva- 
tives, which is improbable. Mr. Sifton 
was in the best of spirits, but had very 
little to say to correspondents, who were 
at the Winnipeg station with a large 
number of prominent citizens to wel- 
come the new minister. Mr. Sifton 
said It would be his policy in conducting 
the affairs of the interior department to 
do everything possible for the develop- 
ment of the West. He left by the 
Pacific express for Brandon, where he 
was accorded a public reception to-night. 

At Brandon — Judge Lain to-night sen- 
tenced Gerhold to twenty years' impris- 
onment, for the murder of Joseph Henry 
of Rapid City. 

The bye-election lor Lakeside con- 
stituency in the Manitoba legislature, 
the seat made vacant by the resignation 
of Dr. Rutherford, Liberal, to contest 
the Commons was held to-day, James 
Mackenzie, Liberal, being elected by 51 
majority over D. W. McCuaig, Patron. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton in the course of an in- 
terview, stated that Hon. Messrs. Blair 
and Davis would leave for the West 
almost immediately. The object is to 
look into work connected with their de- 
partments in British Columbia. 

Sir Charles Ilibbert Tupper, now on 
the Pacific coast in connection with the 
sealers arbitration, is expected back 
shortly. It is understood Sir Hibbert 
will slay over and be asked by the local 
Conservatives to address a public gather- 
ing here. 

Robert Grant has been arrested at 
Portage la Prairie for presenting a forged 
check for $-102 on one of the banks here. 

The Winnipeg election trial was set 
down for hearing on Monday next, but 
it was not found convenient to proceed 
with it then and a postponement until 
December 13 or 1-1 was made. The exact 
date has not yet been set. Hugh John 
Mifdonald says if he is unseated he will 
be a candidate again. He intends to 
fight tho petition. 



CUBAN SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

Heavy Fighting Between Insurgents and 
Spanish Troops — No News o! 
Weyler's Movements. 

Havana, Nov. 20. — The coasting 
steamer Triton arrived here to-day from 
Pinar del Rio with 107 sick soldiers and 
two insurgent prisoners,. Owing to the 
precautions taken by the government, 
no definite news could he obtained from 
this source, and tho officials at head- 
quarters say they have no news at pres- 
ent which can bo given to the public 
concerning tho movements of Captain- 
General Weyler, although it is in- 
timated that there is not much change 
in the situation. Generals Arman and 
Armor overtook on Wednesday last, tho 
forces under Serufln Sanchez, and Guril- 
lo la Rosa, numbering 2,000 men. Tho 
insurgents, it appears, were defending a 
pass of the river in the province of Santa 
Clara. Tho enemy, it is added, occupied 
good positions, but nfter two hours light- 
ing the Spanish, troops succeeded in 
forcing tho pass aud camped in the in- 
surgent positions. A squadron of the 
Hermancz Cortes regiment and a com- 
pany of the Leo battalion afterwards 
penetrated into the insurgent camp and 
dispersed them with heavy loss. Tho 
exact number of the enemy killed is not 
known. 



Sentenced for LiTe. 

ConuiKi, Nov. 20.— Arthur Prentice, 
the boy murderer, was taken to tho 
Kingston penitentiary this morning to 
serve a sentence oi life imprisonment. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 20.— The long expected 
terms of settlement of the School ques- 
tion were given to the press this morn- 
ing. 

Tlie premier was asked to-day if he 
had any statement to make in regard to 
the Bchool settlement. Hon. Mr. Laurier 
replied that he thought he could fairly 
claim that he had fulfilled tho promise 
which he made, that the school question 
would be settled within six months after 
he assumed office. In his opinion, all 
reasonable people would consider the 
settlement a fair one. 

Sir Adolph Caron said to-night that 
the settlement would neither satisfy the 
Manitoba minority, the people of 
Quebec, nor the church. A remedial 
bill would probably be introduced by an 
independent member next session. 

Mr. Beausoleil, a Liberal member 
who voted for the remedial bill, says 
Quebec never will accept the settlement. 

Principal Sims, of the Jamaica Uni- 
versity, is here gathering information 
regarding the establishment of agri- 
cultural colleges and dairy schools. 

Ministers are considering the question 
of the hours of civil servants. Each de- 
partment seems to have a different rule. 
It is probable that a lunch hour will be 
made compulsory and clerks be required 
to woik from '.) :30 to 5 p.m. Now mo.st 
of them leave at four. 

The Customs department has received 
two bags of gold dust valued at $10,000, 
the customs collections at Fort Cudahv, 
Yukon district, up to .January last. 

Tho Ottawa electric cars are being 
equipped with fenders. 

As evidence of what may bo accom- 
plished by systematic efl'ort, it may be 
stated that live years ago the first win- 
ter butter factory was established by the 
Dairy Commissioner. Only two were in 
operation that winter, but during this: 
winter there will be about 100 in all 
parts of the Dominion. 

The local Liberal organ, the Free 
Press, urges that ex-Warden Fitzsim- 
inoiis be appointed warden of the Brit- 
ish Columbia penitentiary. 

Tho Ontario Beekeepers Association 
sent tho secretary hero to-day to urge 
that the inspection of homey be carried 
out on systematic lines. 

Hon. Messrs. Davies and Blair will 
leave on Wednesday for British Colum- 
bia. 

It is rumored that the vacancy in the 
Supreme court bench of British Colum- 
bia which will be caused by the retire- 
ment of Hon. Justice McCreight, will be 
filled by the appointment to the position 
of Mr. P. .K. Irving of Victoria.

Ottawa, Nov. 20.— The terms of set- 
tlement of the Manitoba school question 
are as follows : 

1. Legislation shall be introduced and 
passed at the next regular session of the 
legislature of Manitoba emdodying the pro- 
visions hereinafter set forth in amendment 
to the, Public schools' act for the purpose of 
settling the educational questions that have 
been in dispute in that province. 

•J. Religious teaching to bo conducted as 
hereinafter provided : (l)us authorized by 
a resolution passed by a majority of the 
school trustees; or (2) if a petition be pre- 
sented to the board of school trustees ask- 
ing for religious teaching, and signed by 
the parents or guardians of at least ten 
children attending the school, in the case 
of antral district, or by the parents or 
guardians of at least twenty-live children 
attending a school in a city, town or vil- 
lage. 

:!. Religious teaching to take place be- 
tween the hours of 3 :30 atkd 1 p.m., and 
to be conducted by any Christian clergy- 
man whose charge includes any portion of 
the school district, or by a person duly 
authorized by such clergyman. 

•1. Where so specified in such resolution 
of the trustees, or where so required by the 
petition, the prescribed period may take 
place on certain specified days of the week 
instead of on every teaching day. 

5. In any school in towns and cities 
where the average attendance of Roman 
Catholic children is forty or upwards, and 
in villages or in rural districts where the 
average attendance of such children is 
twenty-five or upwards, the trustees shnil 
he required, on petitions by parents or 
guardians of such number ot Roman 
Catholic children, respectively, to employ 
at least one duly certihed Roman Catholic 
teacher. 

<>. Where religious teachings is required 
to be carried on in any school in pursuant 
of the foregoing provisions and there are 
Roman Catholic children attending such 
schools and the school room accommoda 
lion does not permit of the pupils beinj 
placed in separate rooms for the purpose of 
religious teaching, provisions shall be made 
bv regulations of the department of educa- 
tion (which regulation the board of school 
trustees shall observe) whereby the time 
allotted for religious teaching shall be 
divided in such a way that religious teach- 
ing of the Roman Catholic children shall 
be carried on during the prescribed period 
mi one half of the teaching days in each 
month and the religious teaching of the 
non-Roman Catholic children may be t 
ried on during the prescribed period on the 
other half of the teaching days. 

"• The department of education shall 
have the power to make regulations not in- 
consistent with the principles of this act for 
the carrying into eq'ect its provisions. 

8. No "separation of pupils by religious 
denominations shall take place 'during the 
secular school work. 

9. Where the schoolroom accommoda- 
tion at the disposal of the trustees permits, 
instead of allotting different days of the 
week to the different denominations for tin 
purpose of religious teaching, the pupili 
may be separated when the hour for 
religious teaching arrives, and placed in 
separate rooms. 

10. When ten of the pupils in any school 
speak the French language (or any lan- 
guage other than English) as their native 
language the teaching of such pupils shall 
be conducted in French (or such other lan- 
guage) and English upon the bilingual sys- 
tem. 

11. No pupils to be permitted to be pre- 
sent at any religious teaching unless the 
parents or guardians of such pupils desire 
it In case the parents or guardians of 
such pupils do not desire the attendance of 
the pupils at such religious teaching then 
the pupils shall be dismissed before the ex- 
ercise or shall remain in another room. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 20. — (Special) — The 
Nor'-Wester publishes this Montreal 
dispatch: " Nothing sensational or 
startling is expecte 1 from the publica- 
tion of the full text of the settlement, 
for the press has a'raady gives, outlines 
of it, which the ministers say are prac- 
tically correct. But the end is not yet 
come. A settlement that could bo pleas- 
ing to Dalton McCarthy and Quebec at 
one and the same time will be styled 
' A monstrosity,' It will be learned in 
a day or two tha* e French-Canadian 
Catholic preach* . who gained power by 
extravagant promises made to his co-re- 
ligionists ana compatriots in Quebec has 
deliberately betrayed the cause for which 
he was elected. His lieutenant, Tarte, 
was dispatched to the West to clicker 
with the Green way ijies, and that 
he has succeeded none will deny. 
But the voice of Quebec is soon to be 
heard. Your correspondent could now 
give the names of no less than ten Que- 
bec Liberals who will desert their leader 
immediately on his declaration of this 
farce of settlement. And these ten are 
but the vanguard of what is to follow. 
The Tapper government received a land- 
slide in Quebec and another is in store 
for the Laurier government. Archbishop 
Langevin's words have gone from end to 
end of the province. The Laurierites 
may say Mgr. Langevin is an extremist, 
but the Catholics of Quebec will stand 
by the successor of Mgr. Tache and will 
see to it that those whom they have 
elected to represent them in the Domin- 
ion parliament will carry out the pledges 
they made to restore to theoppressed min- 
ority ot Manitoba rights guaranteed to 
them by the constitution. 

Montreal, Nov. 10.— (Special) — Le 
Monde, speaking of the school settle- 
ment, say's that the Catholics have been 
sacrificed, and that although Messrs. 
Tarte and Laurier, who were placed in 
power by the Catholic vote, triumph to- 
day their triumph will be of short dur- 
ation. Good faith which has been mis- 
led will be avenged on the first oppor- 
tunity, and those who appeal to the 
most dangerous passions be punished 
for their duplicity. 

REVOLUTION Oil SELF DEFENCE. 

Exciting ami Dramatic Scene in the Ger- 
man Reichstag. 

Berlin, Nov. Hi.— In the reichstag to-day 
the debate on duelling in the army and the 
Rruzewitz incident was resumed. Herr 
Rikert Liberal, argued the necessity of 
prompt reform in the civil laws. Baron 
von Hodenberg expressed the opinion that 
the authoritative declarations of the 
emperor effectually set the matter at rest. 
Herr Longmann asked how long " the 
German was to wait, now he has begun to 
assert his most sacred rights." Continuing, 
Longmann said : 

" After Gen. von dossier s speech little is 
to be expected from the proposed reform of 
court-martial procedure. No one has the 



right to call the officers' class the first of 
the society scale, and 1 regret to observe 
that officers have lost their former pride in 
the burgher class to which they belong.'' 

Herr Longmann concluded with a warn- 
ing against " too frequent allusion to self- 
defence, since there is no such thing as 
self-defence for the people, sentiment 
which was warmly applauded by the Left- 
ists. 

The Minister of war. Gen. von dossier, 
then said that he had accepted the bill of 
his predecessor, Von Schellemlorf, to re- 
form the military courts. Continuing, the 
war minister said : 

" The utterances of the press in the 
Rruzewitz affair have compelled me to send 
to the proper quarters a whole series of 
complaints against civilians for insulting 
the army, anil if the press continues in tnis 
strain, it will have to reckon with the silent 
but ever growing exasperations of the 
army." 

In conclusion Gen. von dossier remarked 
that the military code expressly forbade 
military men from arrogating the superior- 
ity of other classes. 

The minister of justice, Dr. Schoenstedt, 
said that it was most difficult to draft new 
statutes against duelling, arguing that the 
sentiment underlying the practice of duel- 
ling was stronger than kings or laws. Re- 
ligion alone, lie continued, could overcome 
duelling. 

Count von Mirback declared there were 
cases where it was impossible to follow re- 
ligion., and he was convinced that Lieut. 
Bruewitz had met with the judgment he 
deserved. The subject was then dropped. 

London, Nov. 20. — A Berlin dispatch to 
the Daily Mail says: The proceedings 
in the reichstag were more dram- 
atic than yesterday. Herr Lenzemann, 
in an impressive speech, quoted documents 
to prove that Bruzcwitz's victim, Sieb- 
mann, was an honorable ami peaceable 
man, not likely to give provocation. In 
passionate tones, he declared that after 
Tuesday's vilification of Siebnuuin's char- 
acter, lie owed to the dead man's memory 
to vindicate his honor in open parliament. 
Upon somebody behind the government 
benches exclaiming "revolution." while 
Herr Lenzemann was supporting the popu- 
lar right of self-defence, Herr Lenzemann 
said : 

" It is a matter of taste whether you call 
it revolution or self-defence." 

Cheers and counter cheers at this point 
made his following remarks inaudible.

A., M,E., M. Can. Soc, C.E., shows that 
this property has been fully proved by 
tunnels and cross cuts.

Twelve men are employed on the Ot- 
tawa group. Native silver is abundant 
in one of the tunnels, and GO sacks of 
high grade ore is out for shipment. 

At the Nickel Plate the new machinery 
is in position, and the old hoist and 
boiler have been removed to the east 
shaft, where a now shaft house has been 
put up. It is the intention of the own- 
ers to sink both shafts to the 200-foot 
level and connect them. No. 1 shaft is 
down 157 feet, and three shifts are at 
work. No. 2 shaft has to go about 50 
feet more before tho 200-foot level is en- 
countered.

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THE MANITOBA SETTLEMENT. 

The terms of the settlement of the 
Manitoba school question agreed upon 
between the Government of the Do- 
minion and the Government of the Prov- 
ince ot Manitoba may be seen in another 
column. We do not feel called upon to 
criticise the arrangement that has been 
made. If it is satisfactory to the de- 
nominational minority of that Prov- 
ince we do not see what 
outsiders have to do with it. 
If it is not satisfactory to them, if 
they have been sold by the members of 
their own Government and betrayed by 
those who professed to be their friends 
in the Government of the Dominion, 
they will nodoubt find away of giving to 
the world their opinion of the settlement 
. andof the men by whom it was made. In 
the meantime it behoves those who are 
not directly affected by it to maintain a 
discreet silenco on the subject. 



THE LATEST INVENTION. 

When M. Ernest Bazin's invention, 
the steamer on wheels, is more fully 
developed, the present Government — if 
it lives that long — may get what it seems 
to want, a steamship of great speed and 
able to carry a largo amount of freight. 
It is predicted that the steamer on 
wheels, when it is perfected, can roll 
ihrougii the water at the rate of thirty- 
two knots an hour, and make the voyage 
from, say, Liverpool to Halifax in a 
hundred hours. 

This steamship as it is described in 
the Straud Magazine for December is a 
most peculiar structure. It looks very 
little like a steamship. It has the ap- 
pearance of being a platform on eight 
immense wheels. The wheels are in the 
water and they are higher than the deck, 
being somewhat over thirty-two feet in 
diameter. They are hollow, thick in 
the middle and sharp at the circumfer- 
ence. Each pair of wheels is worked by 
a separate engine, and the whole struc- 
ture is propelled by a screw. The prin- 
ciple of the wheel steamer is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. James Walter .Smith. 
He suggests an experiment and saya : 

Two things are necessary for the ex- 
periment — a sizable tank of water and a 
large tin button or wheel hollow inside 
and sharp at the edge. The latter might 
cost two or three shillings to make. The 
water can be found in the family bath. 

Xow for the expeiimeiit. First put 
your wheel in the tank. J, i wiii 
float iu an upright position, with 
about one-third of its bulk in 
the water. Now give it a sud- 
den twirl with the fingers, and be 
careful not to push it forward. You will 
lind that the wheel will continue to re- 
volve for some time, and will remain in 
the same spot in the water. Xow give 
the wheel a forward movement, but do 
not twirl it, and you will notice that like 
the keel of an ordinary toy boat -it will 
toss the water in front and <mve a wake 
behind. It will show no tendency to re- 
volve, and will stop suddenl) after it 
lias advanced a short dials through 
the water. The next stage of the ex- 
periment will givo you a shock of de- 
lighted surprise. By skillful manipula- 
tion give to the wheel at one and the 
same time a twirl and a push forward. 
The wheel will dash across the tank in 
the twinkling of an eye, and the water 
wiii remain almost unruliled. 

In the vessel the wheels are turned by 
steam engines to give the rotatory move- 
ment, and a screw does the propelling. 
The result is expected to be very great 
speed. The screw in the vessel now be- 
ing constructed is moved by an engine 
of 550 horse power, and each pair of 
wheels is rotated by an engine of 50 
horse power, making for the three pairs 
a force of 150. This gives for the whole 
boat a motive force of 700 horse power. 
The platform is about 126 feet long and 
40 feet wide. Each wheel has a 
diameter of 32 feet, and its 
greatest width is 10 feet. The 
wheels are covered with plate about 
a quarter of an inch thick. The boat 
weighs 280 tons. It has no rudder. The 
steering power is to be given by a col- 
umn of water ejected from the stern by 
means of a pump. "By this means," 
Mr. Smith Bays, " the vessel, instead of 
being retarded by the resistance to an 
ordinary rudder, will be advantageous- 
ly assisted by the water thrown out at 
the stern." 

Scientific men, and men who are not 
Boientifle, have examined M. Ernest 
Bazin's model and watched it at work. 
Some of these scientists predict for the 
new veesel a glorious career. It is con- 
fidently said that it will effect a revolu- 
tion in steam navigation. If half that 
is predicted of the batteau rouleau bo 
realized the great steamships that have 
been constructed at such an immense 
expense will, in the near future, become 
obsolete. 



PENCIL LIBELS. 



The libel laws of the TranBvaal are so 
severe that it has been found impossible 
to carry them into effect. They, how- 
ever, contain one provision which many 
in this country will admire and would]per- 
Imps like to see incorporated into our libel 
law. It relates to cartoons. Cartoons, 
in the Transvaal, have only to be "un- 
complimentary," or supposedly so, to 
the person delineated, and the perpe- 
trator and publisher can be " put 
away " for months to ponder over the 
enormity of their offence. Many of the 
monstrosities that appear in Canadian 
and United States newspapers pur- 
porting to be portraits of men 
eminent, and otherwise, are clearly libela 
not only on the persons intended to be 
represented, but on the human form 
divine. We do not now Bpeak of ad- 
mitted caricatures, but of pictures given 
to the world as bona Ddo likenesses. 
Many of them are simply atrocious, 
showing the porson to be either a simp- 
ering idiot or a ruffian, whose looks, if 
physiognomy goes for anything in a 
court of law, would hang him if there 
was nothing else against him. It seems 
hard to the victims that nothing can bo 
dona to the creators and publishers of 
these picture libels. Kruger's sense of 
justice must be keen when he caused 
a law to be enacted condemning persons 
found guilty of drawing and publishing 
these libels on unoffending and respect- 
able members of society to months of 
solitary confinement on bread and water. 
The aspiration of many men and women 
when they see scarecrows made of them- 
selves in the newspapers after this will 
be, "Oh, for a Kruger." 

As to cartoons admitted to be carica- 
tures, the "artists" who execute many 
of them and the men who publish them 
deserve to be whipped at the cart's tail. 
As drawings, the greater number of 
them are abominable. There is not the 
faintest scintilla of humor in their com- 
position ; they are ' simply stupid when 
they are not brutal. The carica- 
turist in this country in these 
days seems to consider himself 
a chartered liar. He lies with his pencil 
in a way and to an extent which he dare 
not even attempt with his pen. He can- 
not be said to prostitute art by his men- 
dacious productions, for generally it 
would be a gross abuse of language to 
call him an artist. A true artist, who is 
also an honorable man, would rather 
clean the streets for a living than earn a 
high salary by drawing such unmanly, 
such brutal and such utterly untruthful 
caricatures as have lately disfigured some 
of the Canadian newspapers. They are 
not humorous or funny — they are simply 
disgusting. That the caricaturist is be- 
yond the reach of the law makes his 
offence against decency, good taste and 
gond feeling the less excusable. 



THE NEW PROTECTORATE. 

.Some of the American newspapers see 
— just now rather dimly — that the inter- 
ference of the United States in the af- 
fairs of the South and Central American 
republics will perhaps lead to conse- 
quences that may be found to be em- 
barrassing. The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crats has an inkling of this and repu- 
diates responsibility in advance. It 
says : 

In tins diplomatic triumph, however, 
the United .States assumes duties and 
incurs responsibilities in which there are 
possibilities of trouble and embarrass- 
ment for the Government. It is true the 
United States does not assume a gen 
eral protectorate over the Central and 
South American nations, although some 
of the English journals appear to think 
that it does. These countries, of course, 
will still be individually amenable to th 
body of usages and conventions calle. 
international law, and in ordinary con- 
troversies with the outside world they 
will have to deal directly with the other 
parties to the dispute, without any inter 
vention or protection from the United 
States. It is only in controversies in 
which the independence, integrity or 
authority of these nations is menaced 
that the United States will be called up 
on to interfere, and in such cases it can, 
as it does in the Venezuelan matter, 
take the case out of their hands and deal 
directly "with the other party to the dis- 
pute. Any further measure of protec 
tion would give the Spanish-American 
countries a license to assail the outside 
world which this country could not de- 
fend except by getting a navy twice as 
lanre as that of England and a standing 
army as Rtrong as that of Germany or 
Russia. But even the smaller measure 
of authority over the affairs of the West- 
ern Hemisphere which the United States 
has assumed demands rare diplomatic 
tact and discrimination in order to avoid 
troublesome complications with the 
great commercial and colonizing powers 
of Europe. 

It may not be quite so easy as the 
Globe- Democrat seems to think to re- 
pudiate the duties and the responsi- 
bilities of championship. The United 
States will very likely lind that having 
said A in this matter it will have to say 
B and soon with the restof the alphabet. 
Those republics having been once en- 
couraged to look to the United States 
for countenance and encouragement will 
be likely to continuo to do so at times 
and in cases when interference on the 
part of the United States will bo incon- 
venient and perhapB dangeroiiE. We 
can readily imagine that there are 
many Americans who felt greatly 
relieved when they heard of Lord Salis- 
bury's complaisance in the Venezuelan 
matter. They knew that a war with 
Great Britain would be to the citizens of 
the United States a most serious mat- 
ter. Xo matter how it might end, such 
a war would mean suffering and lo.^s to 
millions in the United States ; and at 
one time, owing to the attitude assumed 



by their Government, it was difficult to 
see how Buch a war could be averted. 
When Lord Salisbury expressed his 
willingness to agree to an arbitration 
these Americans must have felt that 
theii country had escaped a great dan- 
ger. How barrow that escape was no 
one can now toll. But the time may 
come when some South American re- 
public will be more aggravating than 
Venezuela was, and Great Britain or 
some other power less conciliatory, and 
then the citizens of the United States 
will fully realize what such protection r.a 
they have extended to Venezuela and 
the other Latin republics involves.

A Vancouver special of last evening 
gives the welcome news that passengers 
on the C. P.P. delayed trains have walked 
over the break at North Bend and will 
ue brought in by special to-day although 
no regular trains or mail will arrive till 
Monday. No information is given as to 
the extent of the damage to the line, 
which rumor asserts is quite extensive, 
some iroing so far as to say that fifteen 
miles of track in all suffered severely, 
while the railway authorities of the road 
admit that the interruption has been the 
most serious in the history of the C.P.R. 

At the opening of the Assize court 
yesterday, J. A. Lawrence was arraigned 
for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences, and pleaded not guilty. For the 
defence Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., 
then asked that the accused be given a 
speedy trial ; Mr. Justice McColl, how- 
ever, tlecided that the accused having 
pleaded tit the assize, a speedy trial 
could not be granted. Mr. S. Perry 
Mills is now acting with Mr. Helmcken 
for the defence as Mr. E. V. Bod well, 
who was one of the counsel at the pre- 
liminary hearing, is unable to attend 
tho assizes; and as Mr. Mills has not 
had time to go into the case the court 
adjourned till Monday at 10 o'clock, to 
afford him the opportunity of examining 
the evidence given at the preliminary 
hearing. 

Owino to the unfavorable weather, 
which kepi him at home, Mr. James 
Deans was unable to lecture before the 
Sir William Wallace Society last even- 
ing, but although the circumstance was 
regretted the entertainment provided in- 
stead was greatly enjoyed. Mr. K. Bea- 
ton gave a Highland fling in grand 
style; Chief Mackie described the Scot- 
tish castles ; " The Lay of the Last Min- 
strel " was recited by Mr. Henderson 
in a pleasing way; Rev. Dr. Wilson ad- 
dressed the society on the traditions of 
Scotland; Mr. Phillips rendered with 
pathos "McGregor's Gathering" and 
"The Cameron Men"; Mr. Russell's 
song " Kilted. Lads," a favorite of the 
society, was received with hearty ap- 
plause; and the Reel O' Tulloch and 
Lord Aberdeen's march, by piper 
Robertson, closed the meeting. 

Mr. Robert Elford, a pioneer of the 
province and one of the first builders 
and contractors to engage in business in 
British Columbia, died yesterday even- 
ing at the home of his son, Mr. Theo- 
philus Elford, at the age of seventy- 
eight. The deceased gentleman was a 
native of Devonshire, England, whose 
residence in Victoria dated back to 1858. 
In the early days of the colony he tried 
his luck in the mines of Cariboo and the 
Skeena river, soon returning to the 
young city, however, and establishing 
himself in the business of a builder and 
contractor, to which he devoted the' 
most activo years of his life. He was 
bereaved of liis faithful and loving wife 
about two years ago, and leaves two 
sons and two daughters — Mr. Theopb.il us 
and Mr. John P. Flford, of tli is city, 
and Mrs. Archibald and Mrs. McKenzie, 
of Nanaimo.

With the departure of the British ship 
Drumlanrig for Liverpool to-day, the 
eighth salmon cargo of 1890 will have 
left British Columbia for the English 
market. Compared with tho other car- 
goes gone before, that of the Drumlanri 
will be of average size. It amounts to 
65,067 cases all told, valued at $338,728, 
tnd is being dispatched by Turner, Bee- 
ton oc Company. Withthe exception of 
44,939 cases loaded on the FraBer and 
shipped by Evans, Coleman & Evans, it 
was all loaded at the outer wharf. The 
consignments received hero consist of 
250 cases shipped bv Findlity, Durham 
& Brodie, 12,301 by 'Turner, Beeton & 
Co., and 2,925 by Munn, Holland it Co 
The Drumlanrig is a stately craft of 1,- 
124 tons register, commanded by Capt. 
P. Farren. There are but two others of 
the salmon fleet to follow her, tho Drum- 
clifl'e and Cairns more, now loading at 
tho outer wharf, the latter having towed 
around to her new berth from Esqui- 
mau with the Sadie yesterday. 

THE " BhAXCHAItD " IX DISTRESS. 

The steamer Alice Blanchard, dis- 
abled and leaking, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco yesterday, in tow of the steamer 
Faralon. Speaking of the Blanchard's 
trouble, her master,' said : "We were 
about five miles northwest of Capo 
Blanco, and one and a half miles off 
shore at 2:30 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
when we discovered the ship was fast 
filling with water through n hole ten 
inches in diameter in her port bow. Ap- 
parently it had been punched by some 
floating object we struck. Tho pumps 
were set going, but tho water was com- 
ing in very fast. Luckily tho Farallon 
came along and took us to Port Orford, 
where we made such temporary repairs 
as enabled us to lessen the water in the 
hold with our pumps. Our machinery 
was partially disabled, but we could 
steam a little. The Farallon transferred 
her four Eureka passengers to the North 
Fork at sea, and we were not delayed 
there." 

OVERDUE STEAMERS S.U'C. 

A San Francisco dispatch of yesterday 
says : " Five overdue steamers that have 
caused more or less worry to the owners 
and relatives of passengers are in port. 
The Orisaba, from Mexican ports, was 
held back by freight at her stations. 
The Walla Walla was eighty-four hours 
coining from Victoria. The steamer 
Horner got in from Coos bay two days 
behind time. Her decks were awash 
most of the way. Tho State of Cali- 
fornia, forty-four hours late, was held 
back by rough weather. She was bar- 
bound at Astoria several davs. The 
Costa Rica, four days overdue from 
Nanaimo, arrived last night." 

A TEAPOT TEMPEST. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
whole trouble between several of the 
sailors and the first mate of the ISritish 
ship Anciora, now lying in Royal Roads, 
originated over the placing of a small 
stove in tho forecastle. The sailors in- 
sisted on the change, and becoming dis- 
obedient to orders were placed in irons. 
Captain Passmore, who is ill at St. 
Joseph's hospital, thinks lightly of the 
trouble and considers it will all pass 
over shortly. His first mate, Bailey, is 
is also confined to tho hospital through 
an ailment of the eyes. 

THE DELAYED " ISLANDER." 
Captain John Irving arrived from 
Comox by the noon train yesterday, and 
"will dispatch the Rainbow with material 
for the repair of the Islander this even- 
ing. The latter steamer will not return 
to Victoria until she completes her 
Northern trip, on which she proceeds as 
soon as possible. Any passengers or 
freight for the North will be accepted by 
the Rainbow and tiansferrcd to the 
Islander at (Jomox. 

MARINE NOTKS. 

The Northern Pacific steamer Olym- 
pia, now loading for the Orient at Ta- 
coma, will carry outward a cargo of 
nearly ;!,000 tons, of which 2,500 tons 
will be flour. The cargo will also in- 
clude -100 tons of cotton, cotton drill a and 
eneral merchandise. The Olympian 
sails next Wednesday. 

Tho steamer Walla Walla, duo from 
the Coast metropolis to-morrow evening, 
has the following passengers for Vic- 
toria: Airs.

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Matters of Importance to the De- 
velopment of the Province Laid 
Before Hon. Mr. Tarte. 

The Provincial Government Discuss 
With Him Various Schemes for 
Substantial Development. 



Yesterday Hon. Mr. Tarte had another 
very busy day, receiving deputations 
and business men v>'bo called upon him 
on various subjects. During the alter- 
noon the Mayor and a number of the 
aldermen waited on the Minister at the 
Driard and had a private talk with him 
in connection with the agreement be- 
tween the city and the government 111 
regard to the temporary bridge on the 
lines upon which permission was given 
to put up tiie structure. 

At 2 o'clock, accompanied by Dr. 
Milne, Hon. Mr. Tarte drove to the 
Central school and saw the classes at 
their tasks and expressed himself as 
pleased with the system and order with 
which the work was carried on. 

Afterwards the members of the pro- 
vincial government — Don. Mr. 'turner, 
Hon. Mr. Martin. Hon. Mr. Eberts and 
Hon. Mr. Puoley — met the Dominion 
minister for the purpose of discussing 
with him a number of matters that had 
aheady been taken up with the Federal 
government at Ottawa by Col. Baker. 
The first of these was in connection with 
the improvement of the Praser river — 
including the Kevelstoke section, where 
considerable work has already been 
done by the province although properly 
a Dominion undertaking, ft is of the 
greatest importance to the province that 
the river be brought into control if its 
government, if it is practicable, and lion. 
Mr. Tarte admitting this, explained that 
behadalready given ihe subject some 
attention and was in favor of having a 
preparatory survey made as speedily as 
possible by the Dominion government, 
this snrvpy beiner preliminary to any- 
thing that may be done jointly by the 
Dominion and provincial authorities. 

The question of Indian reserves gen- 
erally, and of the removal of the Indians 
from the land at the Honghees reserva- 
tion in particular, was the second topic 
of discussion. A little hitch has arisen 
in the negotiations between the Do- 
minion and the Province for the removal 
of the Indiana, in regard to the title of 
the laud to which the Indians aro to be 
transferred, bat this is now about ad- 
justed, and Hon. Mr. Tarte appeared to 
think that as soon as he was able to take 
up the matter on his return to Ottawa, 
there was little doubt of its being car- 
ried without further delay to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion, on the lines of arrange- 
ment proposed by the late government. 

With reference to Chinese immigra- 
. tion and the restrictive poll tax, the 
provincial government urged upon Hon. 
jvtr. Tarte me justice ol increasing the 
proportion paid back to the province, of 
revenue arising under this head. The 
Minister promised that the matter would 
receive the serious considerationof him- 
self and his colleagues on his return 
East. 

He was fully in accord with the pro- 
vincial government as to the desirability 
of small steamers being placed in com- 
mission as soon as possible to patrol the 
northern coastal waters of the province, 
working in conjunction with the pro- 
vincial police for the prevention of il- 
licit liquor aelhnir and" violations of the 
customs laws, as well as of general of- 
fences against law and good order. 

With reference to the all important 
subject of railway connection w'th the 
upper country, the provincial Premier 
and Lis colleagues urged upon H<^r. Mr, 
Tarte that th<> Pojniiiion government 
should eivp libeia! aid to Eecuretho con- 
struction of a road from the Coast to the 
Interior; in granting such assistance it 
would he necessary, however, that 
security should in some way he taken to 
ensure the placing of the Coast cities on 
aii equality so far as rates are concerned, 
and mat such rates should also be made 
in the province us would tend to encour- 
age farming and kindred industries in 
British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte admitted the import- 
ance and necessity of this; he had al- 
ready seen qdite plainly that British 
Columbia's great need is a thorough 
system of railway connections, by means 
of which her vast and varied resources 
might reach their natural development. 

In this connection Premier Turner and 
hiu associates pointed out that the Dom- 
inion should give more than the Prov- 
ince, as they received direct pecuniary 
benefit from each man, woman and 
child added to the population ; while the 
provincial authorities were required to 
build roads, provide schools, and pro- 
mote in various other ways the settle- 
ment of the province before obtaining 
any benefit at all from the augmented 
population. The provincial auth- 
orities had taken great pains 
and had gone to considerable expense 
in preparing pamphlets and other read- 
ing matter containing reliable informa- 
tion of the province and its resources, 
calculated to induce desirable immi- 
gration. Incidentally, Premier Turner 
suggested that it would be no more than 
right that the Dominion should bear a 
portion of the cost of disseminating this 
information, and Hon. Mr. Tarte pro- 
mised that tli ia matter also should re- 
ceive consideration. 

After the conference, Hon. Mr. Tarte, 
accompanied by Mr. Coste, His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor and Senator 
Mclnnes, visited the museum and the 
new provincial government buildings, 
with which Hon. Mr. Tarte was delighted. 
British Columbia would have, ho said, 
on the completion of these important 
works, the iinest government buildings 
in North America — well lighted, ex- 
cellent in' their arrangements, perfect in 
their adaptability, and a beautiful and 
stately pile seldom met with in the new 
world. 

The last deputation of the day was a 
committee of tho Trades and Labor 
Council, consisting of Messrs. Jame'B 
Tagg, president; \V. E. Pitchburn, C. 
R. Monck and William McKay, secre- 
tary. The interview was a private or.o, 
hut the questions which the Minister 
wag a3ked to consider favorably were: 



done by day labor as far as practicable j 
that tho government printing bureau bo 
conducted and controlled by the govern- 
ment as at present; that the post office- 
clerks and letter carriers of the Victoria 
post office shall have a stated salary as 
the salary $30,per month is very unsatis- 
factory; that the fees for vessels enter- 
ing the dry dock at Esquimalt be re- 
duced us fees L ing lower at other docks 
vessels co there for repairs, thereby 
causing a great loss to the community"; 
that labor and statistical bureaus be es- 
tablished throughout the Dominion of 
Cannda; that a reduction of the revenue 
tariff upon domestic manufactured cigars 
be made from $6 to $3 as it was in former 
years ; that a clause be inserted in all 
specifications of contracts let by the gov- 
ernment to prohibit the employment of 
Chinese and Japanese thereon ; that 
clause be inserted to prohibit Chinese 
and Japanese from being employ- 
ed upon railways or other works 
assisted by the Government financially 
or otherwise; to raise the tax upon Chi- 
nese entering the Dominion from $50 to 
f 500 ; that this Council strongly urge 
upon the government to aid any bona 
fide railway scheme that may be pre- 
sented to tho government to open up the 
mining districts of British Columbia, 
and that the government should retain 
control in any railway to the amount of 
the grants given." 

Hon. Mr. Tarte received the delega 
tion very pleasantly, but pleaded press 
of time as an excuse for not diseuSsin 
the subjects that had been brought be- 
fore him. He promised, however, that 
he and his colleagues would give due 
consideration to them. 

In the evejiing Hon. Mr. Tarte attend- 
ed the banquet at the Driard, wtiile 
Madame Tarte, Madame Itobillan 1 and 
Miss Tarte were entertained at dinner 
by Mrs. P. .K. L-ving. The party left 
this morning for Nanaimo, whence they 
cross to Vancouver on Sunday.

MONEY AND STOCKS. 

N. Y. Market Drifted Aimlessly-Improving 
in London. 

New York, Nov. 20.— The Evening Tost 
says tho continuation of strength in for- 
eign exchange, accompanied very naturally 
with easy local ratea for money, was the 
noteworthy incident of the day. There 
was not even the usual increase in the trea- 
sury's gold reserve, though this increase is 
likely to continue for a time at any rate. 
Outside orders being scarce on the security 
market, the professional contingent lack- 
ing any stimulus to excite activity, the 
market drifted aimlessly and closed with a 
lew net changes of importance. 

The Evening Post's financial cable,

Wbercap, n jietitlon, signed by the owners of 
one-tenth of the value of tho renl property in 
the Municipality (ns shown by the last revised 
assessment roll) has been presented to tho .Mun- 
icipal Council of tho Corporation ot the City of 
Victoria requesting the introduction of a by-law 
for tho purpose of raising a sufficient stun to 
defray the cost or constructing n substantial 
stone and steel bridge, at thesitoof tho Point

EXPOSURE. 



River Drivers Often Waist Deep in Icy 
Waters — Pain-Racked Bodies the Fre- 
quent Outcome - Only the Most Robust 
Can Stand This Weary Round of Toil.

Only those who have engaged in tueardu- 
*ms occupation of lumbering know how 
dearly earned ia their livelihood, for among 
the many vocations of men that of lumber- 
man ranks among the most dangerous and 
dillcult. Titer* is the heavy shanty labor 
from earliest dawn toevening star when the 
toiler for half the year is remote from home 
and friends, and whose daily round is toeat 
and work and sleep, only eetting an occa- 
sional glimpse of the outside world through 
a long looked for letter from some loved 
one far away. 

Then the days lengthen, the iro^en lake 
breaks up, and comes the driving of loe> 
and hewn timber down the tortuous swift 
running stream, when necessity often calls 
-the diver to wade body deep in tfie swift 
flowing, icy waters. None but the strong 
can engage in such heavy labor, only the 
most robust can stand the ten hours of 
daily toil, with but a mid-day hour's re- 
spite. Such, in brief is the Hie of many 
thousands of laborers in the Ottawa valley,

and among the many i-> Thos. Dobie. of L">0 
J lead street, Chaudiere, who for twelve long 
years bus wrought for the great lumber 
king, .1. K. Booth, shantying in the snowy 
northern forests, and lifting three inch deal 
during the summer heats. It is not to he 
wondered at that in his long experience 
and great exposure lie should contract a 
severe cold that in time took permanent 
lodging in the region of his loins and kid- 
neys, like many others he thought to 
work it off, but in" vain. Soon the pains in 
the region of the kidneys became so intense 
that labor was a tortuto to him, anil it was 
only the indominable courage, born of a 
knowledge that others were dependent upon 
him, that urged him to pursue bis weary 
round of daily toil. livery sudden move- 
ment of the body was as a thorny goad that 
made him wince" beneath its sting. Added 
tot his was an unusual and excessive sweat- 
ing which necessitated frequent changes of 
clothing, and which weakened him to such 
an extent that his appetite was almost en- 
tirely gone, and eventually but little food 
and much water was his daily fare.

AN ENTEItPIUSINCi CAKPENTEK. 

A San Franciscan Wants to Build Up a Re- 
public in the Southern ^Seas. 

Sin Fbakcisco, Nov. 20.— C. J. Reinhart, 
H carpenter of this city, tired of carrying on 
a hand-to-hand existence in America, is 
trying to raise a body of men to carry on a 
novel scheme. His plan is to buy a vessel, 
equip it, and sail to ,St. John or Hermit 
Island in the South Pacific ocean, where 
then! are m. inhabitants but the dusky 
belle;-, whose husbands and brothers have 
been killed by cannibal wars or taken away 
by conscienceless black-birders. 

(.'apt. Bergman, of the American steamer 
Donanna, recently sent news to this city of 
:i peculiar condition of affairs on the Her- 
mit islands. He said the ship was blown 
out of its course and anchored one day 
close to one of the islands. He was aston- 
ished to see none but women on the coral 
reel', lor it was hardly more than that. 
They swam like mermaids to the ship, they 
told the condition of affairs and wanted the 
captain to leave some id' his sailors. They 
said t hey would heap on them all the honor 
of darkey royalty, if they would make their 
residence among them. 

Iieinhardt declares thai it is not the re- 
port of husbandless women that has moved 
him to project this enterprise. He says it 
is dissatisfaction with the condition of the 
iahor world and a desire to lead a peaceful 
existence, without having to struggle day 
and night for bread and butler. He wants 
to form a republic on the co-operative lines. 
He say« as it is in the South sea, the 
islands support the natives with very little 
work, and bv combining forces and pooling 
interests be believes this proposed hand can 
have nil the comforts of life with little 
labor. The scheme is for fifty men to put 
in Jt'2- r > each. With this money he expects 
to buy a schooner and provisions for the 
voyage at least and stay on whatever island 
may bo decided to settle upon. On lirst 
landing lie. will build a fort anil then take 
possession. He will take seeds and fruit 
tree:-, and Reinhardt says in a few years 
they ought to be exporting great quantities 
of South Sea island products.

TO POISON JUS WIFE. 

A Minister Sentenced to Six Years Impris- 
onment for Feloniously Adminis- 
tering Arsenic. 

Sr. Pai-l,in*ov. 20.— The ease against Rev. 
James l'. Hull, accused of attempted wife- 
poisoning, came to a sudden and sensation- 
al end in the district court yesterday after- 
noon. Hull, oir the witness stand had en- 
tered a categorical denial to all the state's 
evidence in regard to the administering by 
him of arsenic mixed with the medicine 
which his wife was taking. 

Then the state sprung a surprise in the 
shape of a letter which Hull had written 
while in Portland, Or., last February, to 
Rev. I. I.. Spence, an intimate friend, who 
was then in Fernando, Cal. In this letter 
he stated that bis wife was very sick : that 
she was suffering from a cancer, and t hut 
lie expected to be called home at any time, 
and that he thought she would not live 
through the year. He also stated 
that an operation had been per- 
formed for the removal of the cancer, 

Spence anil Hull had been old friends and 
chums, and when the former heard of the 
charge against Hull he remembered the 
letter he received last February, and think- 
ing its contents would exculpate his friend, 
he inclosed it to some one in Minnesota 
The state in some way got track of this 
letter, and to-day put it in as evidence. 
Hull was at lirst inclined to deny that he 
had written such a letter, but upon being 
urged bv his attorney finally admit ted its 
authorship. 

The evidence of the state's witnesses and 
Hull's own admissions in his previous tes- 
timony proved that there hud been no talk 
of a cancer for a year previous to the dale 
of the letter, anil that the surgical opera- 
tion had simply been the dressing of 11 
slight laceration." The state claimed that 
the letter placed in evidence was written 
with the intention of preparing his friends 
for the death of bis wife, and to provide a 
plausible cause therefor. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, 
Hull's attorney arose, and, addressing the 
court, stated that the last evidence pro. 
duced (the letter) was of such a character 
as to remove all further doubts as to bis 
client's guilt, and that upon bis advice 
Hull hail agreed to withdraw his plea of 
not guilty, and to throw himself upon the 
mercv of the court. He further stuled that 
he now believed that Hull's mind was un- 
balanced, and asked the court's merciful 
consideration of the plea. Hull then for- 
mally withdrew his plea of not guilty, and 
Judge Kagan sentenced him to six years in 
the Stillwater penitentiary. 

Hull had been pastor of the Clinton ave- 
nue Methodist Episcopal church until 
about a year ago, and at that time achieved 
considerable notoriety by charging that the 
trustees of his church were members of' the 
A.P.A., and were seeking his removal in 
order to get a minister who was in sympa- 
thy with that organization. This resulted 
in charges being brought against him in 
the state conference, and ultimately in his 
suspension from preaching for a year. 

Lust August he was arrested on com- 
plaint of his wife, who charged that for a 
year or more he had been slow ly poisoning 
her by the administration of arsenic mixed 
with her medicines and with articles of 
footl. The motive, as shown by the evi- 
dence of the state in the trial just ended, 
was a life insurance policy for $'2,500 which 
Hull hud prevailed upon his wife to take 
out in his favor. 

It was also shown and Hull admitted it 
on the witness stand, that he had been 
criminallv intimate witliOiis wife's niece, a 
girl of 16,'who was living with them. Mrs. 
Hull testified that her husband, upon be- 
ing charged with bis misconduct, finally 
admitted it. Hull has claimed all along 
that his wife had been subject to Ills of in 
sanity since childhood, and had treated 
him harshly. The couple's U-year-old 
daughter was an important witness for the 
state. The seen.- in court when Hull 
changed his plea and was sentenced was an 
extremely dramatic one. 

Judge Eftgun.in sentencing the prisoner, 
expressed the opinion that he was not alto- 
gether of sound mind, and accordingly im- 
posed a light sentence, the punishment 
prescribed by law being from live to ten 
years.

Trying to Renew the Spaulding Cable Cor. 
tract— Bark Seladon Supposed 
to Rfi l ost. 

Hoxni.n,i\ Nov. 12, via steamer Alameda 
to Han Francisco Nov. 10.— Ex-Secretary of 
State. John W. foster recently arrived hero 
from San Francisco. A great many rea- 
sons have been assigned for bis visit. Fin- 
ally it 1ms been ascertained that he is here 
in the interests of the cable company 
holding the contract made between Col. 
Spaulding and the Hawaiian government 
at the special Isssion of the legislature held 
last year. The Spaulding option expires in 
two "months, and Foster's visit is lor the 
purpose of having the contract extended 
another year. The proposition is now be- 
ing considered by the government, but 
public opinion Is against granting Spauld- 
ing or any company a second exclusive 
privilege. Foster expects to have the mat- 
ter settled by November 21, when he will 
leave for Sun Francisco.

A somewhat interesting case in tiie 
nature of an application to Bet aside a 
capias came before Mr, Justice Walkem 
yesterday. The action is that of the 
Ainaworth Trading Company v. \\". \V. 
Warner, in which an order was obtained 
at Nelson from .Mr. Justice McCright on 
October 9, for tlie issue of a writ of 
capias ad respondendum for the arrest 
of the defendant for a debt of $308.34, it 
being alleged that he was about to leave 
the province. Through an error a capias 
ad satisfaciendum or capias after judg- 
ment was issued, and the Eheriff acting 
under it arrested defendant, but it was 
sworn by the sheriff that be advised de- 
fendant that he could give bail and he 
released from custody. The defendant, 
however, although disputing part of the 
debt, deposited the amount claimed in 
the sheriff's hands, and was released. 
Notice of motion was then given to the 
court at Victoria to set aside the writ as 
illegal (there being no judgment against 
defendant at the time of hh arrest), and 
fur the return of the money to defendant. 
The hearine of this application came be- 
fore Mr. Justice Walkem yesterday. 
Upon the part of plaintiff it was argued 
that the writ should not be set aside, 
but that if it were, defendant having 
asked for coBts, the condition should be 
imposed on him that he could not bring 
action for wrongful arrest. Mr. Justice 
Walkem in setting aside the writ, 
directed that the sheriff return the 
money to defendant, but as costs bad 
beenasked for by defendan ton the motion , 
costs should be allowed him with the 
condition imposed that defendant should 
not bring an action for wrongful arrest.

Dr. llilae, 
Mr. George Riley, president of the Lib- 
eral Association; Mr. Win. Templenien, 
Senator Midlines, Capt. John Irving, M. 
P.P.; J. T. Bethune and other promin- 
ent Liberals were at the table of honor ; 
and among the guests at another table, 
presided over by the vice-chairman, 
Mr. ILL. Drury, were lion. .1'". Peters, 
premier of Prince Edward Island; Mr. 
Henri Bourassa, M.P. ; and Mr. Mc- 
lunes, M.P. 

The dinner itself was served in the 
best style of the Driard, the chef cer- 
tainly surpassing himself. The menu 
card was decidedly novel \a to the quo- 
tations placed after the various dishes, 
and though if taken seriously they 
would have been a libel on the excel- 
lent cooking, their comicality was suffi- 
cient excuse for their appearance. For in- 
stance, after " Dotage " on the card came 
" 0, swallow, sweet harbinger of com- 
ing joys"; the roast trailed forth tho 
effusion "I admire the toughness of thy 
nature," while Froniage moved the 
compiler of the card to quote from 
Hamlet, to the effect *' Something is 
rotten in the state of Denmark."

taught in the French Bchools, and if be 
was Premier of Quebec he would insist 
on tho same thing there.

and why should it be different in other 
parts of Canada. All were members of 
the great Christian family and Canad- 
ians had plenty of work to do without 
dividing on either racial or religious 
lines. It was impossible otherwi 
to bo a united people, lie referred 
humorously to the largeness oi the 
French-Canadian families, and pointed 
out Mr. Beique as the father of twelve or 
thirteen children, and "ho is still 
young," said the speaker amid laughter. 

Turning next to the American guests 
be gracefully welcomed them. The gov 
eminent were quite willing to have 
friendly relations with the United 
States,' but, not at the expense uf'the 
Kmpire. For the French-Canadians he 
would say: " We love the British fi: 
for it is the flag par excellence of freedom 
and liberty, and wo are glad to cull our- 
selves British subjects." (Applause.) 
He next referred humorously to his own 
history, how he had first entered the 
notarial profession, but turned from that 
to journalism, and was sued for libel for 
the very lirBt article he had written 
(Laughter.) He defended bis change 
from a Conservative to a Liberal, and 
claimed that though he had 
changed his polities ho had not 
betrayed his former party. tie 
claimed it was a fact that the Liberals 
had averted the danger of a racial and 
religious war, and took his own share of 
credit for that, lie made his proph 
that his party would he in power for live 
years, and promised a progressive policy 
for his government had " decapitated 
nearly all the provinces to form a stron 
cabinet."

Tho Liberals fully recognized that 
educational matters belonged to the 
province, at the same time the govern- 
ment hud not given up the right to in- 
terfere in extreme cases.

TEADE REVIEWED. 

New Yoitic, Nov. 20, — R. G. Dun & 
Co, in their weekly report of trade will 
Ray: "Tho gain in the volume of busi- 
ness continues entirely without pre- 
cedent. More than ;!90 establishments 
which were idle have started work since 
the election, and at least 300 have in- 
creased their working forces, making 
B90 concerns which nre known to have 
added largely to the number of hands at 
work, and these are only part of the 
whole number, Already this brings a 
great increase of the volume of business, 
and the clearing house exchanges (or the 
lirst time in several years, not only ex- 
ceed those of last year by ten per cent., 
but also exceed those of tho same vveek 
in 1SI)2 by nine per cent. 

The business men are all anxious to 
prevent anything like the lict.icious ex- 
citement of last summer. With more 
hands at work there is a greater demand 
for supplies, materials and products. 
Wheat has risen with wonderful rapid- 
ity, so thatex ports had been checked by 
the higher priceB, and realizing started 
a break which made the close $% cents 
lower for the week. The demand 
for freight room, both here and on 
the Pacific coast is still so large as to 
disclose an extraordinary foreign de- 
mand for wheat. Tho Western receipts 
for the month so fur have only been 
14,796,888 bushels, against 23,398,811 
tst year, hut the visible stocks continue 
to decrease, although the milling returns 
slightly exceed those of the last or any 
previous year. 

" Cotton has declined from 8 to 7.G2 
cents in spite of the starting of many 
cotton mills, unci the controlling fact for 
the moment is that reports of n yield 
smaller than S, 000, 000 hales are now 
entirely discredited. In 1801, when all 
Europe wns scrambling for American 
wheat, the value of nil exports were 
in one month, December, about 
$7,000,000 lurger than last month, 
but in no other month haa that record 
ever been exceeded, and it is notewor- 
thy, with tho increase above nnmed in 
cotton and tho increase of 7,000,000 in 
breadstuffs, and $1,-100,000 in provisions 
and oil, there was still an increase 
of j>8, -100,000 in miscellaneous products. 
Stocks of wool purchased before and im- 
mediately after tho election now prevent 
a further advance; but to November 35 
wool hud risen ]0 par cent, on theaver-
